Li DER the headline FELIASTOWER GLOW- 
* ING OBJECT MYSTERY, the Ipswich 
Evening Star of September 21 carried a front-page 
account of the alarming expericnce of Michacl 
Johason (22) on the evening of September 20. 

‘There was a high-pitched hultimiag noise. . . 
the great orange-tinted object moved across the 
sky . .. a man staggered from the f.cdge and 
coilapsed.”” | 

So ran the opening paragraph. Uhis was seem- 
inclv a new or rare kind of UFO encounter. As 
Felixstowe is only 20 or so miles from Colchester, 
near where Paul Green {sce previous article) 
found himself immobilised by the effects of a 
mvstery aerial object at a range of about one mile, 
we again asked Dr. Bernard Finch to investigate 
the case. Dr. Finch is bound by his professional 
code not to divulge any information he gains trom 
hospitals, but he has been in couch with Geoffrey 
Maskey, the 25-year-old driver of the car in which 
three young people had been our for the evening. 
Mr. Maskey’s account ts sligatly more significant 
than that published in the Eventng Star. Says Mr. 
Maskey: 

“At approximately 10.50 p.m., I was parked in 
Walton Avenue, Felixstowe, with two friends, 
Mavis Forsyth and Michael Johuson. We were 
talking together when suddenly Michael made a 
hasty exit from the car. I thought this most pecu- 
liar, as he didn’t say where he was going. 

“Several minutes passed while we were waiting 
for him, and then suddenly we heard a weird hich- 
pitched humming noise, almost like something 
from a science fiction film. Mlavis was terrified by 
the sound, I myself wondered where it was coming 
from, and I looked out of the car window to see an 


oerange-coloured object above the trees, approxi- 
mately 100 ft. above us. [t was oval in shape, 
apparently 6 ft. long, and emiiting an orange 
glow. It ts difficult to describe i as the lane was 
lit up by its glow. As the object disappeared 
behind the trees, the alarming noise was once morc 
heard. 

“By this time we were wondering what had 
happened to Mike. [ called to him, but he didii’t 
auswer, so L reversed tire car down the iane and 
called his name again. 


“Suddenly he emere@ed trom the hedge clutching 
his neck and eves, stumbling away from the car. I 
thought he was having a game with us, but when 
he collapsed in the road, and [ went over to him, f 
found he was unconscious. Mavis and [ took him 
to Felixstowe Hospital. 


“At the hospital he came round and, in a con- 
fused state, mumbled about the notse the 
light ‘getting’ hirn. [le didn’t seem to recognise 
cither Mavis or me. The doctor cxamined him, 
and inid us he had experienced a severe shock. We 
noticed some burn marks on the back of his neck, 
and [also felt a srnail bump under the skin just 
below hts right ear. The doctor didn’t know what 
to make ot it, and had Mike transferred to 
Ipswich hospital.

“T was not allowed to see him at the [pswich 
hospital that evening, but saw him the following 
afternoon when he was discharged.

This preview account of the 1965 scene in Latin 
America closes with an important incident in 
Mexico, one which readers will be quick to 
associate in thetr minds with an event some six 
weeks later in the Uniteel States. 

The newspaper Ultima Hora of September 24 
told how, on the previous evening, the Important 
town of Cuernayaca, 75 km. south-east of Mexico 
City, suffered three taiiures of electric power and 
lights. The cause—a huge, liminous plate-shaped 
object---was photographed, and the picture ap- 
peared along with the accounts of several witnesses 
who included the Governor of the City, Emilio 
Riva Palacio. He, and other officials, were at a 
private cinema show when the hght and power 
supply failed: as they emerged from the cinema,

At 1:05 a.m. on the morning of 
Saturday, July Sist the UFO's 
came back to Oklahoma. Wynne- 
wood, Oklahoma police = officer, 
Lewis Sikes, 29, reported an uni- 
dentified flying object approximate- 
iv 30)-35° Nis of Wynnewood. OF 
ficer Sikes did not realize that the 
UFO was also being watched simul- 
taneously by radar from Tinker 
AFB, Oklahoma City and Carswell 
AFB, Fort Worth, Texas. Officer 
Sikes observed the UFO with his 
wife for approximately 10 minutes 
in front of their home, when Officer 
Sikes drove across town and ob- 
served the UFO for another three 
minutes. His wife, Gail-J«an con- 
tinued to watch the UFO until 
2:30 ati. 

* An “intelligent control” was In- 
dicated during the first 10 minutes 
of observation when the object 
abruptly gained 1000-1500 ft. in 
altitude (estimated by Sikes tu be 
10,000 ft., confirmed by radar at 
8,000 ft.) The UFO remained sta- 
tionary for several minutes and 
abruptly loss approximately 1500- 
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8000 ft. The UFO then moved to 
the west for approximately LOOO- 
1500 ft. and returned to the orig- 
inal Joeation, at which time 
it moved to the east for approxi- 
mately 100-1500 ft. then returned 
to its original position. 

The night sky was clear and 
many stars were visible. The UFO 
appeared to be three times as 
bricht as the evening star and was 
estimated by Sikes to be five miles 
NE of Wynnewood. The UFO ap- 
peared as a “hght” source. ‘The 
UFO itself was white with a blue- 
green center, with a red rotating 
light circuling the ceuter, 

At approximately 1.15 Officer 
Sikes drove across town and once 
Again observed the UFO. His wife 
stated that while he was gone the 
UFO seemed te change colors and 
fade out. The UFO then renppeared 
and she watch it until she went 
in. Both Tinker AFB and Cars- 
well AFB, tracked the object to a 
point 15 miles southwest of Tinker 
when it disappeared. A few min- 
utes later, it was tracked to a leca- 
tion 29 miles south of Tinker when 
it was lost again. A lsrainiff alr- 
liner in the vicinity of Wynnewood 
at 5,000 ft. was notified but the 
airline pilot said no visual contact 
with the UFO was made. Officer 
Sikes’ mother, Mrs. Robert Sikes, 
also watched the UFO and re- 
ported that it faded out was gone.
